“BOYD AND 60.8.0" 


There were: two faunches at Messrs. Boyd 
and Co.'s shipbuilding: yard on. the 7th inst, 
says the NW. C.. Daily Mews. The first vessel 
to be launched was'a yacht built for the Go- 
‘vernor of Port Arthur, She is a steel’ screw 
steamep, of '$3 tons’ gross measurement.’ “Her 
lengththetween perpendicular is 63 feet, breadth 
moulded.13 feet t¢ inches, and depth maulded 
8 feet ginches, She has asaloon forward, with 
entrance from the deck through the deck-house. 


| Abaft of the deck-house is the hand steering- 


. gear. The vessel, as launched, was completely 
Gtted out with the exception of the upholstery. 

Bre second vessel launched was the Z¢ia, 
buift of steel, for the Chinese Eastern Railway 
Company, of gt8 tans’ gross measurement | 
and 8oo indicated horse-power. She is a sister 
ship to the Buracia which was built for the 
same Company and launched about a month 
ago. She is 200’ feet in length, jo feet in 
breadth, 13 ft. in depth to main deck and 
zo ft. in depth. to the awning deck,’ with 
two pole masts, schooner rigged fore’ and 
aft, “and derricks to work .cargo. Her 
engines are of the inverted triple: expansion 
type of the latest modem patiern. She has 
holds fore and aft and a cellular double bottom, 
with a large ballast tank forward, She is 
specially built for breaking ice andis double 
plated forward, Her bows are cut away, for 
tunning up the ice, and in case her own weight 
‘is insufficient, she can make use of 153 tons’ 
water ballast: in her ballast tank, She is 
specially adapted for the Kamischatka trade, 
and will run between Vladivostock and Petro- 
polsk.
